I m port suit Notice 

TO CEIITAIM ILXPLOYERS 
A\l> KAIPLOYEES 

T o make available for essential employment 
the services of men in classes already de¬ 
signated as callable for Military Training under 
National Selective Service Mobilization Regu¬ 
lations, two Orders were issued during May. 

It is noir illegal for any employer to continue 
to employ or to engage any man affected by 
these Orders, except under special permit from 
National Selective Service. Employees affected 
must report to the nearest Emphfyment and 
Selertire Service Office , and he available for 
transfer to more important work. 

If you as an employer or as an employee, have not 
compil'd with the • Orders, do so immediately. Get 
in touch with the nearest Employment and Selective 
Service Office either personally or hv writing. Further 
delay will involve penalties. Compliance with the law 
in wartime is the injjiimum duty of every citizen. 

The age and niaritaf classes of men covered by these 
Orders are as follows: 

(a) Every man lorn in any year from 1917 to 
1944 (inclusive) who has reached age 19. 

(6) Every man Ixirn from 1904 to 1910 (inclusive) 
who, at July 15th, 1940, was: (i) unmarried; or (ii) 
divorced or judicially separated; or (iii) a widower 
without child or children. 

(c) Every man born from 1904 to 1910 (inclusive) 
who has, since July 15, 10 40. become a widower with¬ 
out child or children now living. 

( d ) Every man born from 1904 to 1910 (inclusive) 
who, since July 15. 1910, has been divorced or judici¬ 
ally separated. 

Men as descril>ed above are covered if in any of 
these employments: 

(I) Any occupation in or associated with 
retail stores: 

(2) Taverns or other establishment* selling 
liquor, wine or beer*. 

(3) Harbor shops ami beauty parlours; 

(-1) Wholesale florists; 

(5) Gasoline-filling and service stations; 

(6) Retail sale of motor vehicles and acces¬ 
sories; 

(7) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with entertainment including hut not restricted 
to theatres, film agencies*. motion picture com¬ 
panies, clubs, bowling alleys, pool rooms; 

(8) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with dyeing, cleaning and pressing (not includ¬ 
ing laundry work); baths; guide service; shoe 
shining: 

(9) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with the manufacturing of feathers, plumes and 
artificial flower*; chewing gum: wine; lace 
goods; greeting va rds; jewelry; 

(10) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with distilling alcohol for beverage; 

(11) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with the factory production of stutuary and art 
goods: 

(12) Any occupation in the operation of ice 
cream parlours and sodu fountains; 

(13) Any of the following occupations: bus 
hoys; charnien and cleaners; custom furriers; 
dancing teachers; dish washers; domestic serv¬ 
ant; doormen und starters; elevator operator; 
greens keepers; grounds keepers; hotel hell 
hoy; porters (other tliun in railway train ser¬ 
vice); privute chauffeurs; taxi driver; waiter. 

If in doubt as lo the application of these 
orders , consult the nearest Employment and 
Selective Service Office. Hut once again; if you 
have not already complied , do so without further 
delay.

Iron and Steel 

The Cunadian public knows, and 
admires, the successful struggle 
against food shortages in which 
prairie farmers have been, and still 
are, engaged. 

Few people, however, know that 
but for the patriotism of farmers in 
the west, some steel mills in the east 
might have been unable to carry on 
last winter. About the 1st of July, 
1942, a system for collecting scrap 
iron and steel by country elevator 
agents was organized. All elevator 
systems have been engaged in the 
work. Thanks to the willing re¬ 
sponse of farmers and the enterprise 
of elevator agents, 3,200 cars of 
scrap have been shipped with a 
total of about 130,000 tons of metal. 

*10,000 tons remain in dumps at 
/arious shipping points. This is 
because it has been necessary, until 
recently, to assemble at least 25 tons 
at a point before loading. Now, 
however, two stop-overs are allowed 
in order to make up a carload and, 
as a result, the local piles of less 
than carload lots will soon dis¬ 
appear. 

This is no time to relax, because 
the need for scrap iron and steel is 
urgent. It is estimated that 65,000 
tons are still available on farms. 
The importance of getting this 
delivered and shipped is very great. 
Farmers will be paid $7.00 per ton 
for scrap delivered to local elevator 
purchasing agents. Heavy stuff, such 
as steam engines, heavy tractors, 
etc., is worth $4.50 per ton on the 
farm. It will be cut up and re¬ 
moved by the cutter crew. Any 
farmer having heavy scrap which 
requires the cutter crew should 
immediately notify the elevator pur¬ 
chasing agent. 

The government has publicly 
acknowledged the achievements of 
farmers and elevator agents — but 
requires more scrap urgently. To 
delay is to postpone final victory.

ms aimd parasites; give them 
light, fresh air, and a dry bed; 
supph, them with feed contain¬ 
ing the nutrients their bodies 
require, and the disease prob¬ 
lem is licked bef ire it starts. 
Of course it isn’t just as simple 
as that. Carrying out these has 
ic rules involves all the prob¬ 
lems of hog management. But 
every hog producer should keep 
these two ideas foremost in his 
Blinking “sanitation” and“nut- 
riticn.’.’ by sanitation I don’t 
mean keeping the place white 
and shiny . 1 mean having the 
quarters light, airy, dry, and 
free from filth germs and worm 
eggs. 

Proper nutrition is meet im- 
portamt The pig’s resistance to 
disease js more important in 
preventing disease than all the 
medicine you can buy. We 
should keep in mind that pigs 
in their native stale lived on a 
diet Of flesh as well as vegetal 
on, a diet very similar to ours. 
They need all the vitamins, min 
erals, and animal protein that 
we do. Grain supplies plenty of 
energy food but lacks in prot¬ 
eins, vitamins and minerals. 
Skim milk is « good source of 
these. If it is not available, pro¬ 
tein should be supplied in tank 
age and alfalfa, minerals in min 
oral supplements and vitamms 
in sunshine, green pasture and 
fish oil.

POTATO BEETLES 

This is the zero hour for the 
attack of the Colorado pitrto 
beetle (potato bug). The hard 
backed adults have been await 
ing the emergence of the pot¬ 
ato from the ground so they 
could have a good meal acid 
precede to lay thousands of 
eggs cm the undersides of the 
leaves. These eggs hatch into 
orange colored, soft larvae with 
an appetite like a horse. Attack 
the beetles now and save extra 
expense and the damage of the' 
mblhVis of young bugs. Rem¬ 
ember the damage done by the 
beetles can be avoided dut not 
repaired. 

There are several good dusts 
and sprays 'outlined in a good 
circular. One part <<f paris 
green mixed with 10 parts of 
Lyi.Y abed lime or flour make 
a good dust. This may be a;; 
plied through a thin bag or 
from a dusting can. Five teas- 
i < .113 fell of arsenate of lime, 
7 teaspoons of arsenate of lead, 
dr 2 teaspoons of paris green 
each in a galk tn of water makes 
a good spray. It is a waste of 
scarce material to apply the 
spray through a sprinkling can.

poisoin as a dust.
